ANNUAL  REPORT,  1900. 


Gentlemen, 

The  following  is  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  year  1900. 

Forty-five  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year, — 25  Males  and  20  Females,  and 
estimating  the  population  at  2,400,  this  gives  an  annual  mortality  at  the  rate  of  1875  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

The  rates  for  the  last  10  years  will  be  found  in  Table  I.  attached  to  this  Report. 

Seventy-seven  Births  have  been  registered  during  the  year,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  32'o8  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  population.  The  average  birth  rates  for  the  last  10  years  will  also  be  found 
in  Table  I. 

The  different  causes  of  death  and  ages  are  shewn  in  Table  IV. 


The  different  Months,  Quarters  &  Half-years  in  which  the  various  deaths  occurred  are  as 

follows : — 
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INFANT  MORTALITY.

Nine  deaths  took  place  under  i  year  of  age,  shewing  an  infant  mortality  at  the  rate  of  3  7  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  and  of  116.8  per  thousand  births  registered.  See  Table  I. 

The  average  rate  for  the  last  ten  years  was  lyg'o.  See  Table  I. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Twenty  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification) 
Act,  during  the  year  of  which  the  nature  and  ages  are  shewn  in  Table  III. 

The  only  two  forms  were  Scarlet  Fever  and  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

This  disease  first  appeared  in  Seghill  Village,  in  February,  in  a  boy  5-|  years  of  age,  and  being 
of  a  severe  character  proved  fatal.  Another  death  occurred  in  March,  in  a  girl  aged  4. 

The  outbreak  continued  during  the  year  in  the  village,  but  assumed  a  more  favourable  character, 
and  no  more  deaths  took  place. 

In  all  18  cases  were  notified  up  till  December  6th,  when  the  Disease  appeared  at  the  Middle  and 
West  Farms  in  the  beginning  of  1901. 
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ENTERIC  AND  TYPHOID  FEVER. 


A  case  of  enteric  fever  occurred  at  Backworth  Cottages,  in  May,  and  was  of  a  mild  type.  These 
Cottages  are  2  isolated  dwellings,  separated  from  the  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  district,  but  are  situated 
beside  an  open  sewer  which  flows  through  the  field.  Immediately  on  the  case  occurring,  steps  were  taken 
to  cover  the  sewer  by  placing  it  in  sanitary  pipes  for  a  considerable  distance  away  from  the  cottages,  and  in 
their  immediate  vicinity.  In  August,  however,  another  case  of  the  disease  occurred  in  the  same  house, 
and  was  also  of  a  favourable  nature.  No  other  cases  appeared  either  here  or  in  the  district. 

I  would  recommend  the  Council  to  have  this  sewer  entirely  covered  by  being  put  into  sanitary 
pipes  throughout  its  whole  length,  as  it  was  undoubtedly  the  cause  of  the  disease  at  this  place. 

One  death  in  the  district  has  also  been  returned  as  resulting  from  Influenza,  but  no  epidemic  of 
this  disease  existed. 


ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY. 

A  total  of  4  deaths  resulted  from  the  usual  forms  of  Zymotic  disease,  viz.  : — Scarlet  Fever,  2.; 
Influenza,  i  ;  Enteritis,  i.  These  figures  give  a  mortality  from  this  cause  at  the  rate  of  i-6  per  thousand 
of  the  estimated  population.  See  Table  4. 

SANITARY  WORK. 

The  general  sanitation  of  the  district  has  been  very  much  improved  by  the  introduction  of  the  ash 
closets' wn'cn' are  wTli  arleild6d’co  and  regularly  emptied.  The  general  cleanliness  of  the  village  lias  also 
been  much  improved  by  the  consequent  removal  of  the  huge  magazines  of  ashes  and  refuse,  which  so  long 
disfigured  the  district  everywhere.  In  every  respect  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  continues  rnost 

satisfactory. 


THE  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

No  cases  have  been  treated  during  the  year  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  which  is  indeed  at  present 
occupied  by  several  families,  who  could  however  be  removed  on  short  notice,  if  it  were  required  for  isolation 
purposes. 


INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


I  have  made  frequent  inspections  of  the  district  during  the  year,  especially  those  parts  where 
infectious  disease  existed. 

I  am  glad  to  present  the  Council  again  with  a  satisfactory  report  of  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  District,  and  although  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  existed  to  the  extent  of  18  cases,  the  general  and 
Zymotic  mortalities  of  the  district  have  been  satisfactory.

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be 
included  under  the  latter.
